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Police pledge on 
yobs crackdown

POLICE have vowed to clamp 
down on yobs who hang around 
a late-night sandwich bar. 

The Haverhill Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team has made its number 
one priority tackling anti-social 
behaviour in and around Subway 
in the town's Ehringshausen Way 

The fast food outlet, which opened a year 
ago near the town’s cinema complex, is 
open until midnight Monday to Saturday 
and has become a focus for a group of 
youths. 

There were two incidents in the area on 
Saturday night. In one, a man was assaulted 
by a group of youths in a car park in nearby 
Cangle Road and around 90 minutes later a 
14-year-old boy was assaulted in 
Ehringshausen Way. Police believe the two 
incidents are linked. 

Sergeant Sarah Bartley, from Haverhill 
Safer Neighbourhood Team, said: “We have 
been made aware of anti-social behaviour 
occurring outside a food outlet on 
Ehringshausen Way, including verbal abuse 
and hanging around outside the shop 
during the early evenings of the week. 

“As a result we are carrying out high 
visibility patrols and liaising with St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council, the landlords 
of the property to improve security meas¬ 
ures.

He was wearing a black 
hooded top, black trousers and 
black trainers. 

He spoke with an eastern 
European accent and had been 
seen in the area for about an 
hour.

Ian Devine, prosecuting, said the 
lambs were kept as pets by lohn Knight, 
of the Mill House at Clare, and were kept 
in a field near his home.

He said the incident happened after 
Oscar ran off while being walked off the 
lead in the nearby country park. 

Mr Devine said the dog did not return 
home for about two hours. 

But he said that Mr Knight saw Oscar 
in the stream near his home with three 
lambs - one managed to climb out and 
back into the field but two others died - 
one of them had drowned. 

Mr Devine said Cole had offered to pay 
Mr Knight £120 - the value of the two 


lambs - but he decided to report the 
matter to the police. 

Cole told the court that Mr Knight 
initially accepted the cash and then gave 
it back saying he wanted the dog 
destroyed because he felt it was 
dangerous. 

She said the dog was normally well- 
behaved but added: “When he gets close 
to sheep he just wants to chase them. I 
don’t think he bit them. 

“I’m sorry for the poor little lambs. I 
haven’t taken him to the park since it 
happened. 

“I now take him up the fields where 
there’s nothing.”

“We are also looking into the 
possibility of issuing staff with 
a Townlink’ radio which will 
give them a direct link to the 
police and borough CCTV 
operators.” 

The team has previously 
tackled issues of anti-social 
behaviour around the town's 
community football project as 
well as street drinking in some 
parts of the town. 

The neighbourhood team 
has set its priorities for the 
month following a tasking 
meeting which was open to 
the public. 

The second priority is to 
help provide “diversionary” 
activities for young people 
throughout the town to deflect 
them from becoming involved 
in crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

Talks are taking place with 
councils and leisure organ¬ 
isations to establish where 
there are already activities for 
young people and where more 
activities are needed. 

The third priority is to tackle 
anti-social behaviour in and 
around Sorrel Walk in the early 
evening. 

Extra police patrols will be 
carried out in the affected 
areas, 

Tasking meetings are open 
to the public who can raise any 
concerns. The next meeting 
will be on Thursday, February 
11, between 2pm and 3.30pm 
at Haverhill Arts Centre.

Warning over 
parking fees 

PLANS to increase car 
parking charges in Haverhill 
have been criticised by 
business leaders. 

The Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce says it would like 
to see free parking provided 
for up to an hour instead of 
the proposed lOp hike on all 
charges put forward by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

The chamber says the price 
hikes could damage trade in 
the town centre as parking at 
the new Tesco store is free for 
three hours. 

Other nearby towns, such 
as Sudbury, also enjoy free 
parking. 

A report set to go before the 
council’s cabinet says prices 
at Haverhill’s car parks have 
not changed since 2008 and 
that “even with the proposed 
increases, charges will remain 
low”. 


Big freeze 

A COUNCIL is considering 
requests for grit bins following 
the recent snow and ice. 

Haverhill Town Council is 
being asked to provide bins to 
allow residents to treat the 
footpaths in their own areas. 

More than 50 bins would be 
needed at a cost of more than 
£7,000 - including the grit. 

But the council has prev¬ 
iously ruled out providing bins 
throughout the town.

reprieve 

A HAVERHILL char¬ 
ity threatened with 
closure has won a 
temporary reprieve 
thanks to a generous 
mystery donor. 

Haverhill Assoc¬ 
iation ofVoluntary 
Organisations 
(HAVO) had looked 
set to fold after it 
revealed in Novem¬ 
ber that it needed 
£15,000 more to keep 
going. 

It follows the loss 
of two significant 
funding streams, 
while financial const¬ 
raints at St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Council 
has meant it is un¬ 
able to increase its 
annual grant of 
£9,000 to the charity. 

But an unnamed 
donor has pledged to 
make a £6,000 don¬ 
ation to the charity - 
allowing it to con¬ 
tinue until March. 

Project co-ordin¬ 
ator Michael Simpkin 
is calling on shops, 
offices and factories 
to place collection 
boxes in their prem¬ 
ises, where old 
mobile phones and 
currency no longer in 
circulation can be 
deposited.

“So many patients prefer to 
receive care in their own 
homes, surrounded by their 
family, pets and possessions 
and we believe where 
possible patients have the 
right to receive this. 

“But while this grant is so 
wonderful and welcome, it 
only equates to less than a 
month of our annual opera¬ 
ting costs of £4.8million. 


“We are still anticipating a 
challenging financial year for 
the hospice and we still very 
much need the support of the 
entire community.” 

The grant will help pay for 
training of volunteers to 
support the work of the team. 
As well as offering support to 
patients, they will also play a 
crucial befriending role for 
the benefit of family and 
friends as they come to terms 
with the death of their loved 
one. 

Trevor Farrington, head of 
the Community Hospice 
Team, said: “We are overjoyed 
at receiving this award from 
the Big Lottery Fund. 

“The Community Hospice 
Team has been a great 
success since it was launched 
in March 2009 helping 
patients, where possible, 
remain at home in the final 
weeks of their life.” 


leads to plea for more grit bins 


Since 2000 it has paid for 
two. One was stolen but the 
second was sited in a resi¬ 
dents’ garden. 

Last winter the council 
ruled out paying for grit bins, 
but the more recent severe 
weather has led to more 
complaints about slippery 
paths. 

Suffolk County Council has 
said it would not normally grit 
unclassified roads, but they 


will fill up containers for 
residents to do the job 
themselves. 

A report by town clerk 
Gordon Mussett said that 
more than 50 bins would be 
needed to satisfy demand in 
the town. 

He suggested that the 
plastic bins should be 
supplied with grit when they 
are delivered to stop them 
from blowing away. 


The council currently has 
no budget for the bins, but Mr 
Mussett said that the council 
could provide a certain 
number each year to priority 
areas. 

Some residents have even 
offered to make a contribution 
towards the cost of the bins. 

The town council’s comm¬ 
unity first committee will 
consider the issue at its 
meeting on Tuesday.

FEWER drink-drivers were caught 
in Suffolk police's Christmas and 
New Year campaign. 

A total of 95 people failed breath tests 
during December out of a total of 1,416 tests 
given. The results across the county showed 
an average of three motorists caught each 
day during the campaign. 

The numbers are lower than the previous 
year when 310 positive tests were recorded 
out of a total of 3,858 motorists tested - 
equivalent to 10 a day over the limit. 

The percentage of drivers over the limit in 
the most recent campaign was 6.7 per cent 
compared to 8 per cent the previous year. 

A higher percentage of drivers over the age 
of 65 tested positive than those under 25. 

Chief Inspector Mike Bacon, of the 
county’s roads policing unit, said: “It is 
encouraging that the overall percentage of 
those drink driving has reduced. However 
these statistics are still too high. 

“Those offending need to realise the 
implications of what they are doing, not just 
for their own sake but for the sake of the 
other innocent road users they are putting at 
risk.”

HIGH-FLYING students 
have shown they are top 
class by excelling in the 
latest exam results. 

Newly-published tables, based 
on 2009 A-level and GCSE 
results, show Cambridgeshire 
was ranked 32nd out of almost 
140 local authorities for GCSE 
scores, with 56.2 per cent of 
youngsters getting at least five A* 
to C-grades at GCSE, including 
English and maths. 

And the county’s sixth-formers 
fared even better, giving the 
county 22nd best results in the 
country at A-level. 

A spokesman for Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council said: “This 
is continuing proof of the 
ongoing commitment and 
dedication of Cambridgeshire’s 
teachers and pupils in keeping 
the county so high in the 
national rankings.” 

A number of schools also 
enjoyed individual success. 

Castle Manor Business and 
Enterprise College in Haverhill 
was also named among the top 
improvers, despite also being 
listed in the 200 worst perform¬ 
ing schools in the country. 

Samuel Ward Arts and Tech¬ 
nology College in Haverhill was 
named one of the top 100 
schools for its contextual value 
added rating - the progress made 
by students between the age of 
11 and taking their GCSEs. 

Hills Road Sixth Form College 
in Cambridge was placed among 
the top 200 schools of all types 
for its A-level results, along with 
independent city neighbours The 
Perse School for Girls and The 
Perse School. 

And Hills Road also featured in 
the top 200 state schools for its 
A-level scores. 

Linda Sinclair, college prin¬ 
cipal, said: “I am delighted with

“I think the fact we are high up 
there for A-levels and yet we are 
nowhere in the GCSE tables 
shows how nonsensical league 
tables are.

AN Olympics co-ordinator is 
being sought to ensure Cam¬ 
bridgeshire makes the most of 
its involvement in the 2012

The part-time role, which is curr¬ 
ently being advertised by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, offers a 
salary of £30,738 to £33,874 pro rata 
per annum for 22 hours of work per 
week.

A spokesman for the council said: 
“The county already has an excellent 
programme of sporting and cultural 
activities in place for this year, and 
with the Mozambique Olympic team 
already committing itself to stay¬ 
ing here in Cambridgeshire for pre¬ 
games training, activity is only going 
to increase. 

“The Olympiad co-ordinator role, 
which is fixed-term, is going to be 
essential. It will help bring together all 


the partners who are working to make 
sure that the county benefits from all 
the opportunities associated with the 
games, and also that we have the 
strongest possible legacy from the 
games after they have finished.” 

Several other counties, including 
Norfolk, Suffolk and Essex, already 
have people in similar roles. 

The post will be based within the 
council’s Community Learning and 
Development Directorate, in Cam¬ 
bridge.

Football complex needs 
cash boost for kick-off

EXTRA funding totalling 
more than £40,000 is needed 
to complete a community 
football complex. 

The main complex, at Haverhill, is 
nearing completion, but extra cash is 
needed to ensure that the facility is 
used to its full potential. 

The town council has been asked 
to help with the extra cash - either 
from its own budget or by helping to 
find other sources of funding. 

The biggest chunk of cash is 
needed to floodlight additional 
training pitches to start a football 
school. 

The council is being asked to work 
with the Haverhill Community 
Football Partnership to try to raise 
the money from other funding 
bodies. 

But the council may fund two 
additional floodlights for the practice 
pitch at a cost of £1,000. The money 
could come from the youth grants 
budget, if councillors agree. 

The council’s community first 
committee is considering the issue at 
its meeting on Tuesday. 

Among other items needed are a 
commercial washing machine and

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dryer, at a cost of £5,250, to launder 
team kit. 

A borehole and pump to provide 
water for the pitch and cut water bills 
would cost £8,345. 

Councillors are being asked to 
fund the washing machine and dryer 
from reserves and make a loan over 
10 years to cover the cost of the bore¬ 
hole and pump. 

The community first committee 
will also consider an application for 
funding from the Haverhill-based 
Centre for Computing History. 

The centre is due to display at this 
year’s Gadget Show Live at Birm¬ 
ingham’s NEC in April. 

Last year St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council sponsored the centre’s 
stand to the tune of £10,000. 

The Gadget Show is helping with 
funding the centre’s display this year. 
But around £6,000 is still needed and 
the council is being asked for £3,000. 

The centre has offered to stage a 
display at the town’s arts centre after 
the show.

Figures ‘testament to 
officers’ commitment’ 


A FALL in crime and drink- 
related offences over the 
Christmas and New Year 
period has been welcomed by 
police chiefs. 

In Suffolk police’s western 
area, which includes New¬ 
market, Haverhill and Bury St 
Edmunds, the total number of 
crimes during December was 
1,421 - 101 fewer than the 
same month in 2008. 

The total includes 190 drink- 
related offences - 16 fewer 
than the previous year. 

Across the county there were 
3,720 crimes - a reduction of 
111 on the previous year - and 
alcohol-related offences tot¬ 
alled 496 - 17 fewer than the 
previous year. 

The figures have just been 
released by the county’s force 


to show the results of its Stay 
Safe campaign. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
John Perkins, crime manager 
for the western area, said: “The 
Christmas and New Year 
period is always going to be a 
busy time for police and other 
emergency services, so it is 
encouraging that both overall 
crime and alcohol-related 
arrests have fallen in West 
Suffolk. 

“This reduction is testament 
to the hard work and commit¬ 
ment of officers including the 
Special Constabulary and 
strong partnership working, 
and helps to promote feelings 
of safety for those enjoying a 
night out in our town centres 
and public confidence for the 
whole community.” 


Hooded yobs spotted 
breaking into vehicles 


HOODIE-wearing yobs stole 
jewellery boxes from a car and 
smashed a window in another 
vehicle.

SUFFOLK'S police force has imp¬ 
roved its ranking in a league table 
of the top 100 employers for gay, 
lesbian and bisexual staff. 

The force is joint 50th in the annual 
workplace equality index compiled by 
Stonewall, the gay equality charity. 

The force has risen 34 places up the 
index since last year. 

Organisations are ranked according to 
criteria which include the implement¬ 
ation of effective equality policies, 
practical demonstration of good practice 
in recruitment and mentoring, to how 
they engage with lesbian and gay staff, 
customers and service users. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash said: “The 
principles of diversity, inclusion and 
equality must sit at the heart of any truly 
modern and forward thinking organis¬ 
ation. 

“Rising in the rankings so significantly 
in two years is a fantastic achievement 
and a reflection of our commitment to 
being a supportive employer that values 
its lesbian, gay and bisexual staff. We aim 
to create an inclusive working environ¬ 
ment for staff, and to provide an inclusive 
service for all people of Suffolk, regardless 
of their sexual orientation.” 

Sgt Steve Wright said: “As the chair of 
Suffolk Gay Police Association, I am 
delighted that Suffolk Constabulary has 
improved its position in the list for the 
third successive year. 

“We have worked hard to ensure the 
organisation supports members of the gay 
community. I hope this rating will offer 
reassurance to the whole community that 
being gay within Suffolk police will not 
limit employment opportunities and I 
hope it will help to build confidence 
throughout the community that we 
serve.”

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Couple hope their tragic loss 
will help other mums-to-be 



i f OLE never 
took his first 
breath. He 
opened his eyes, but 
he never cried - that’s 
the hardest thing, not 
knowing what he 
sounded like.” 

Sitting on her sofa, 
tightly holding her 
husband Rob’s hand, 
Gemma Asling- Carthy is 
talking about her baby son 
Cole, who died in October, 
just 15 hours old, after 
contracting an infection 
during birth. 

The grief-stricken 
couple couldn’t even hold 
their son until his life 
support machine had 
been turned off. With a 
treasured picture of Cole 
taking pride of place on 
the table beside them, 
Gemma and Rob have 
found the strength to talk 
about their precious son to 
raise awareness of the 
Group B Streptococcus 
infection (known as GBS 
and Strep B), and to help 
prevent other families 
from suffering the same 
heartache. 

Strep B is the most 
common cause of life 
threatening infections in 
newborn babies in the UK. 
Around one third of adults 
will carry the infection 
without any problems but 
it can cause infection in 
newborn babies before,

during or shortly after 
birth: Cole contracted the 
infection from Gemma’s 
birth canal during labour. 

Mum to Hayden and 
Preston, 7 and 3, Gemma 
hadn’t experienced any 
complications with her 
previous pregnancies, and 
had been told she could 
have Cole at home. 

“I’d had a little bit of 
morning sickness and 
migraines here and there 
but it had been the perfect 
pregnancy,” says Gemma, 
26. “I’d wanted a home 
birth from when I had 
Hayden - this time I’d 
planned it, but it never 
happened.” 

Excited about the 
pending new arrival to 
their family, Gemma and 
Rob were married at 
Huntingdon register office 
when Gemma was 39 
weeks pregnant. Cole was 
to be the happy start to 
their married life together. 

After going eight days 
past her due date with 
Hayden and nine days late 
with Preston, Gemma 
wasn’t worried when she 
passed her due date again, 
this time by 10 days. Then, 
on October 8, she went 
into labour. 

When the midwife 
arrived at the couple’s 
home in Ramsey St Mary’s 


for the planned home 
birth, Gemma wasn’t 
aware of anything being 
wrong, and with her 
contractions just two 
minutes apart, the arrival 
of her third son wasn’t far 
away. 

“I’d never met the 
midwife that came out,” 
says Gemma. “It was her 
first home birth and she 
was absolutely brilliant. 

“I was fine up until the 
time when she arrived. I 
was walking around the 
room and she asked me if I 
wanted gas and air but I 
was fine, I just carried on 
with it and kept walking 
around.” 

Despite being able to 
cope with the labour 
without any pain relief, 
Gemma had a high 
temperature but felt very 
cold and couldn’t stop 
shivering. 

“Apparently feeling cold 
is the only indicator of the 
infection,” she says. “With 
Strep B there are no 
symptoms until you go 
into labour and your 
temperature goes up.” 

As well as Gemma’s high 
temperature, Cole’s heart 
rate was dangerously high 
so, after explaining the 
situation by phone to the 
second midwife who was 
on her way to the house, 
an ambulance was called 
to take Gemma to 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital. 

“I laid back on the bed 


while we waited for the 
ambulance but my back 
went and I couldn’t get up 
again, so I was stuck on 
the bed and the 
contractions slowed 
down,” remembers 
Gemma. “When I 
managed to sit up to get 
into the ambulance, my 
waters broke.” 

Cole was born in the 
ambulance on the way to 
hospital, three miles from 
the couple’s home. “He 
was born in a pub car 
park,” says Gemma, 
smiling to Rob. “We’ve 
managed to find that 
amusing though.” 

After arriving at 
Hinchingbrooke’s special 
care baby unit, Cole was 
put on a life support 
machine. “Even at the 
hospital they didn’t know it 
was Strep B straight away,” 
says Gemma. 

“They’d never had it 
there before,” adds Rob, 

29. “They said it was 
asphyxia to begin with and 
that he had been starved 
of oxygen and blood to the 
brain.” 

Glancing towards the 
picture of Cole, Gemma 
says: “He had septicaemia, 
hyproxic brain injury, 
which is starvation of 
blood and oxygen to the 
brain, and his kidneys and 
liver were collapsing. 

“He was going to be 
transferred to Norwich 
Hospital for a cooling

treatment, so instead of an 
incubator to keep him 
warm he would have been 
placed on a cooling pad, 
which would cool his body 
and his brain.” 

Gemma continues: “The 
doctors told us this could 
help so we agreed for him 
to go, but we wouldn’t be 
allowed to go with him in 
the ambulance and would 
have to follow But by the 
time the team got there to 
transfer him he’d got a lot 
worse. 

“They said he could still 
go if we wanted him too 
but that he was more likely 
to die in the ambulance so 
we agreed for him to stay 
at the hospital with us.” 

As Cole’s organs 
collapsed one by one, 
Gemma and Rob were 
faced with the devastating 
decision of when to turn 
off their newborn baby’s 
life support machine. 

“They said we could 
leave him on it for 24-48 
hours and see how he 
does, but his organs were 
failing,” says Gemma. 
“Although it was a hard 
decision...” 

She pauses, and Rob 
continues: “We both knew 
the decision - we didn’t 
have to ask each other. We 
didn’t want him to suffer 
anymore.” 

“I know some people 
would say ‘keep him alive 
for as long as you can 
because it’s your baby’ but, 
at the end of the day, there 
was no point,” says 
Gemma. 

“He had morphine 
being pumped into him 
and a lot of other drugs. He 
had so many drugs going 
into him, there was just no 
point - we think we did the 
right thing.” 

Rob adds: “There was no 
point prolonging it and 
just keeping him alive for 
our sake; you’ve got to 
think about him as well. 
Although they said he 
didn’t know what was 
going on or anything, he 
still might have.” 

Cole’s life support 
machine was turned off on 
October 9, and Gemma 
and Rob were able to hold 
their son for the first time. 
“He was alive for an hour 
and 20 minutes after he 
was taken off the 
machine,” explains 
Gemma. “The only organ 


that wasn’t damaged by 
the Strep B was his heart.” 

After leaving hospital, 
Gemma and Rob had to 
explain to Hayden and 
Preston that their little 
brother had died. “I think 
it’s hard for them because 
they never got to see him,” 
says Gemma. “We didn’t 
want them to come to the 
hospital and see him 
covered in wires; they’ve 
seen the photos now 
though, even the ones with 
the wires, and they know 
who it is as soon as you get 
the photo out.” 

The family had to wait 
four weeks for the post 
mortem examination to 
reveal that Cole had died 
from Strep B before they 
could hold his funeral. 

Speaking about the early 
days after leaving hospital, 
Gemma says: “We just 
wanted to know what it 
was and if there was 
anyone to blame for it - it 
didn’t seem real. 

“Cole was born on the 
Thursday, he died on 
Friday and I was back to 
doing the school run on 
the Monday” 

Still taking each day as it 
comes, Gemma and Rob 
are desperate to warn 
women of the danger of 
Strep B during pregnancy, 
and want pregnant 
women to ask their 
midwife to be tested for 
the infection. 

The Strep B support 
website says that, without 
medical intervention, GBS 
can infect around 700 
babies each year. 

Tragically, approximately 
75 of those babies will die, 
and around 40 will be left 
with serious side effects 
such as cerebral palsy, 
deafness, blindness and 
serious learning 
difficulties. The 30 per cent 
of adults who carry GBS do 
so most commonly in the 
gut, but up to 25 per cent 
of women can carry the 
infection in the vagina too. 

“We just want women to 
be aware,” says Gemma, 
smiling. “I’ve got a seven- 
year-old and a three-year- 
old and I’d never heard of 
it before. 

“You can be tested for it 
at between 35 and 37 
weeks in your pregnancy, 
but you have to be asked 
to be tested; it’s not routine 
in this country but it is in 


places like Canada, 
America, Australia, Spain 
and Italy. 

“It costs £32 to have the 
test privately but you can 
ask your midwife for the 
test and it will only cost 
£10. The test is just a swab, 
it’s not invasive, it’s not a 
blood test, there are no 
needles - it would take a 
matter of seconds. 

“What annoys me the 
most is that you’re not told 
about it. Strep B is more 
common than Down’s 
syndrome and just as 
common as spina bifida 
and they screen for those, 
but not this. If women 
know about Strep B then 
they can make the 
decision as to whether or 
not they want to be 
tested.” 

Although still feeling the 
pain of the loss of their 
son, Gemma and Rob say 
that they do hope to have 
another baby in the future. 

Rob says: “Initially we 
did say no, that was it.” 

Gemma adds: “But now 
we know what it is, if I do 
fall pregnant again I would 
be tested at the beginning 
of the pregnancy and at 
the end, and my labour 
would have to be in 
hospital. I’d have 
antibiotics during the 
labour even if I didn’t have 
it. 

“The antibiotics 
hopefully stop the baby 
catching the infection as 
he or she passes through 
the birth canal.” 

Since Cole died, Gemma 
and Rob have raised 
money for 

Hinchingbrooke’s special 
care baby unit; they 
handed over a donation to 
the hospital on New Year’s 
Eve, and Gemma says she 
will continue to raise 
money for the unit and 
Strep B charities. 

Getting by the best they 
can, Gemma and Rob say 
that Hayden and Preston 
have been a great comfort 
over the recent months. 

“It still doesn’t seem real 
but the kids definitely help 
take your mind off things,” 
says Gemma. “We’ll always 
talk about Cole - I’ve got 
three children not two.”

The big film 



UP IN THE AIR (15,109 mins) 
Comedy Drama. George Clooney, 
Anna Kendrick, Vera Farmiga, 
Melanie Lynskey, Danny McBride, 
Jason Bateman, JK Simmons.

UNEMPLOYMENT is no laughing 
matter... although Up In The Air 
begs to differ. 

Directed by Jason Reitman, 
whose last film was the universally 
adored Juno, this portrait of a 
loveless man, who earns his living 
by flying around America and 
making total strangers redundant, 
hardly sounds like cause for 
merriment. 

However, Reitman’s screenplay, 
adapted from Walter Kirn’s novel, 
navigates a path between the bleak 
and wryly amusing, helped in no 
small part by a charming lead 
performance from George Clooney. 

Inevitably, there is some 
dramatic turbulence during this first 
class, 108-minute flight but 
thankfully, all of the main 
characters remain airborne. Just. 

Ryan Bingham (Clooney) 
spends more than 300 days a year 
firing people he has never met 
before because their bosses are 
too chicken to do the dirty deed. 


He has to weather tears and 
tantrums, pleas for a second 
chance and the occasional threat to 
commit suicide. 

As a result of his demanding 
work, Ryan has no time for 
personal commitments. 

He doesn’t have a girlfriend and 
has begrudgingly agreed to a 
request from sister Julie (Lynskey) 
and her fiance Jim (McBride) to 
take photographs with a cardboard 
standee of the happy couple in far- 
flung locations. 

Ironically, Ryan is threatened 
with redundancy when efficiency 
expert Natalie (Kendrick) puts 
forward a plan to their boss Craig 


(Bateman) that agents should 
conduct terminations via video 
conferencing. 

Meanwhile, the usually cool Mr 
Bingham falls under the spell of 
fellow jetsetter Alex (Farmiga). 

Up In The Air should secure 
Clooney another Oscar nomination 
for his mesmerising portrayal of a 
corporate middleman who is now 
almost numb to the anguish he 
wreaks. 

Kendrick is a delightful 
counterpoint as the Little Miss 
Goody Two Shoes and her 
relationship with Clooney’s 
debonair mentor is the film’s heart 
and soul.

Look out for signs of 
cold and snow damage 


T he heavy snow 

nationwide is likely 
to have damaged 
evergreens, crushed 
tender shrubs and broken 
the branches of trees 
under its weight. 


In my own garden, a whole 
hedge buckled under the weight 
of snow and ended up drooping 
over the lawn, so IVe had to 
knock off the snow and prop it 
up with guide ropes to pull it 
back into line. 

Of course, gardeners can 
minimise damage by gently 
knocking snow off shrubs and 
conifers with a broom, but for 
some this action may all come 
too late. 

Guy Barter, head of 
horticultural advice at the Royal 
Horticultural Society, explains: 
“Deciduous plants are pretty 
tough and shouldn’t be affected 
by die snow but it’s probably too 
late to save tender plants which 
have been left out.” 

While the roots of established 
plants in borders may escape 
being frozen, potted plants 
which haven’t been sheltered in 
a cool shed or porch, or 
wrapped in hessian or bubble 
wrap, will suffer or die if their

roots freeze. 

Root systems in flower beds 
and borders can also be 
damaged when moisture in the 
ground freezes, then thaws, then 
freezes again, but the good news 
is that any carpet of snow 
actually acts as an insulator to 
keep the temperature at ground 
level consistent. 

Gardeners who are using salt 
in their driveways are advised to 
keep it away from plants and to 
not walk on their grass while 
frozen or soggy from the thaw, to 
minimise damage to the lawn. 

“Lawns will still be very wet 
when the snow has gone so keep 
off them for a while, and 
gardeners should only start 
digging when the soil has dried 
out a bit,” Barter advises. 

“When the thaw comes there 
will be lots of broken stems and 


branches from the weight of the 
snow, so gardeners will have to 
give plants a good trim.” 

Spring pruning will take care 
of snapped stems, splits and die- 
back. 

If you’re having plants 
delivered when conditions are 
still freezing, pot them up and 
keep them in a cool but 
sheltered spot such as a frost- 
free shed, making sure they 
don’t dry out, until the weather 
improves enough to plant them 
in the garden. 

“We’ve had a run of mild 
winters when we have been able 
to grow tender plants which 
have survived the cooler 
months, but in this weather 
plants such as evergreen 
agapanthus and phormiums 
may not survive,” he warns. 

Once the snow has gone, 
some shrubs are likely to show 
signs of cold damage, their 
leaves will be discoloured, 
showing patches of brown. All 
you can do is pick off the 
damaged foliage and hope that 
the plant recovers. 

Hedges and columnar 
conifers which have been 
knocked down by snow can be 
propped up again with rope but 
it will have to be left there 
through spring to allow the 


shrubs to re-align themselves. 

Don’t worry too much if your 
garden looks dishevelled and 
tired after the snow, because 
most plants will recover, even 
those which look like they’ve 
had it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Dogwood (Cornus) 

These deciduous shrubs are 
grown for their eye-catching 
colourful stems which provide 
useful colour in the winter 
garden and some are 
particularly useful in smaller 
gardens. Cornus alba ‘Sibirica’ is 
one of the most popular types, 
with its vivid red stems, while C. 
sanguinea ‘Midwinter Fire’ has 
orange and pink stems 
resembling flickering flames. 
The yellow stemmed C. 
stolonifera ‘Flaviramea’ is also 
extremely effective in winter 
when grown next to C. alba. 

Dogwoods, which grow to 
around 1.2m x 1.2m (4ft x 4ft), 
are easy to grow - the only thing 
you must remember is to prune 
them hard each spring, cutting 
out the oldest stems. The new 
shoots that replace them have 
the most colourful bark. 

They can be planted in most 
soil, even clay types or along 
riverbanks, and do best in full 
sun.

Latest show cars hint at a 
new era of post-oil vehicles 


HYBRIDS, all-electric, or 
hydrogen-fuelled cars are the 
immediate future of motoring - 
and new models are popping up 
thick and fast. 

Toyota has just stated that it will 
be putting no less than eight all-new 
hybrid-engined cars on to the North 
American market over the next few 
years - that’s a sizeable figure, and 
other major motor manufacturers 
are expected to quickly follow suit. 

The Japanese car giant has already 
said it intends to sell mainstream all¬ 
electric vehicles by 2012, and it will 
have hydrogen-powered motors on 
the market by 2015. 

And Toyota underscored its eco- 
intentions with the unveiling of a 
hybrid-powered supermini concept 
at this month’s Detroit Motor Show 
in America. 

Titled the FT-CH - CH stands for 
compact hybrid - the supermini is 
22 inches shorter, and an inch 
slimmer, than the firm’s current 
best-selling hybrid, the Prius, and it 
was styled by Toyota designers at its 
development centre in Nice, France. 

Toyota says a production model of 
the FT-CH will be far more 
affordable than the Prius, currently 
deemed an expensive buy, and 
hopes it will help achieve a global 
sales target of a million hybrids over 
the next three or so years. 

Peugeot has also come out 
punching in the hybrid stakes with a 
stunning sports concept, the SRI. It's 
more than a dream car transferred 
from paper to possible production 
reality - it signifies future styling 
direction, and comes with a new- 
look Lion badge. 

The SRI concept employs the 
same hybrid technology that will be 
available in the Peugeot 3008 next 
year - a 218bhp, 1.6-litre petrol 
engine mated to a rear-mounted 
95bhp electric motor. Peugeot 


claims a combined cycle fuel 
consumption of 57.7mpg for the 
SRI, and 119g/km C02 output. 

Audi sidestepped the hybrid 
brouhaha at Detroit and instead 
went down electric avenue with the 
unveiling of a compact sports car, 
the e-tron. The all-electric two- 
seater e-tron is lithe and lightweight, 
with a 0 to 62mph sprint time of just 
5.9 seconds. 

The German firm says it has the 
agility of a go-kart, thanks to its 
relatively low weight and near¬ 
perfect weight distribution, and will 
be able to do up to 155 miles 
between charge-ups. 

Zero fuel consumption, zero C02 
emissions, and zero engine noise led 
Citroen to name is new electric car 
the C-Zero, which gets a public 
unveiling at the Brussels, Belgium, 
Motor Show late in January. 

Based on the Mitsubishi i, the 
80mph C-Zero can be 80 per cent 
charged in just 30 minutes, and is 
earmarked to go on sale in Britain 
late this autumn. Its city-car length 
of just 3.48 metres will appeal 
strongly to drivers who rarely 
venture beyond town limits, and it 
can carry four adults along with a 
modest 166 litres of cargo. 

Finally, Honda’s new hybrid, the 
sporty CR-Z, is destined to go on UK 
sale this summer, and the coupe 
uses a 1.5-litre petrol engine with its 
proven electric motor set-up, and 
can do 56.4mpg overall. 

Honda says it is the world's first 
six-speed manual hybrid car, with 
nippy driving characteristics making 
the CR-Z well-suited for use on city 
streets. 

Exhaust emissions are down to 
just 117g/km, and only European 
models will get the flexible two-plus- 
two seating layout. 

Prices and fuller details of the CR- 
Z are due in late spring.

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed.
